British freighter HeronspooL 


Altogether, 
73 passengers and 


crew members were injured during 
the storm, but all except the 26 
most seriously hurt were able to 
walk by the time the ship docked. 


A cabin boy, Paul "Red" Johnson, 


was washed overboard and lost 
when a mountain wave broke over 
the decks. 


Johnson, a recent graduate of the 


• University of Wisconsin, was mak- 
ing his fourth trip on the ship. Be- 
cause of his death, the President 
Harding's flag was at half-mast 
when she arrived. 


Report Huge Wave 


The hurricane, which had elud-

profits to stockholders 
under penalty 


and thus weaken its capital structure and 
prevent it from disbursing the same prof- 
its to workers and material men in order 
to keep its plants abreast of the times. 
"With that repeal as a seed, confidence, 
slowly and fearfully, began its perilous 
growth again. Scarred by its previous ex- 
perience with the political choir boys it 
has been astonished every morning that 
something didn't eclipse the sun. But war 
in Europe has so taken up the time of the 
Fontleroys they have left industry suf- 
ficiently alone so that it is getting to its 
feeV employing more men, paying out 
more wages, providing more markets for 
farm produce and accelerating prosperity 
everywhere. 


War orders, few of which have been 


actual but many of which are- expected, 
have had their effect, and yet not a pre- 
ponderant effect by any means. The con- 
_dition is mostly due to our own recovery 
from administration tactics that choked 
prosperity in 1937 until the child was blue 
in the face. 


And now the question is what Mr. 


Roosevelt, and his choir boys, will do now 
that may .offset the return of better con- 
ditions. 


True, they might have learned a little 


something from 1937. But political roly- 
polies do not remember long. When they 
start telling each other that "we planned 
it that way/' and reshape other Hitlerisins 
for the American fireside, prosperity is 
likely to have chills and fevers and go 
into a blue funk again. 


We do not pretend to know what the 


administration will do to offset the con- 
tinual improvement of conditions. 
But 


a fair bet is about nine to one that it will 
do something flashy, shoddy and shallow. 


Only the sobering effect of the war 


will prevent it. 


HERE HITLER SURPRISES 


THE WORLD 


There is so marked a difference be- 


tween German diplomacy under Hitler 
and the Kaiser as to be almost unbeliev- 
able. 


When a man a hundred years hence 


reads of the way Germany handled her 
relations with foreign countries during 
World War No. 1 he is likely to believe 
that someone has been tinting the rec- 
ord. Certainly no great nation ever acted 
so clumsily, ungaUantly and boorishly 
toward even those with whom amicable 
relations should have been courted. The 
Germany of Wilhelm literally drove na- 
tions to the side of Britain and just as 
literally destroyed its own bright chanc- 
es of ultimate success. 


It can never be said for at least the 


first 50 days of this war that Germany 
hasn't learned something from the Kaiser's 
record. Its courteous attitude is bound 
to make the breaking of friendly or peace- 
ful ties more difficult for all concerned. 
It canno: be forgotten that all nations 
are run by men and that these men, who- 
ever they be, are somewhat touched or 
influenced by the manner of approach of 
others. 


Genrany is making it particularly dif- 


ficult for Britain and France to become 
sufficiently enraged to conduct an intense 
and determined war. 


The order that German troops will not 


cross upon French soil based upon the 
claim that Germany has no complaint 
against the French people and should not 
be at war with them cannot escape soft- 
ening the spirit of hostility between the 
two peoples. 
So far the war on the 


western front has been, as wars go, little 
short of a joke. 


Although Hitler has named Britain 


as his pet aversion war against that land 
has been conducted upon a high plane. 


We may rub our eyes some day and find 
the Age of Chivalry returned. 


It should be clear that the Germans 


.have been reading about their former 
blunder?. And all they need have read 
were th« English books telling how com- 
pletely Germany played Britain's game 
by the harshness of its gutteral orders 
and its general indifference to the sensi- 
bilities of races or individuals. One author 
said that all England had to do was wait 
for Germany's blunders to appear. 


And it now seems as though Hitler 


has determined to make England wait 
quite a while.

DEFENSE 


In t'ne great days of bull and bloat, 


sometimes called the Prohibition era, the 
dukedom of Indiana was ruled by one 
Stephenson who had become higher than 
Mogul in the Klan.

Stephenron is serving a life term for the 
murder of a young woman, he is attempt-

Fourteen years have gone on their" 


mei-ry way since Stephenson, purple with 
power, naming governors and senators, 
promising even to select a chief executive 
for the nation, was exposed as flaunting 
nearly every law in the arrogance of his 
assumed security, a veritable American 
Streicher, if Nuremberg will loan us the 
privilege of comparison. 


Stephenson wasn't easily convicted of 


that murder. 
He had a bountiful chest 


from

penses of a trial. He called to his side 
the most astute legal counsel that Indi- 
ana afforded, and the banks of the Wabash 
have never been backward in producing 
eloquent courtroom stars. 


And so he exhausted every defense 


the books suggested. 
He started with an 


attack upon the creation of the 
very 


grand jury that indicted him. 
And he 


only stopped when he criticized and com- 
plained against the document which di- 
rected the sheriff to deliver him to the 
warden of the penitentiary. 


But all has been in vain. The courts 


insisted he had had a fair trial, that the 
evidence of his guilt was ample and that 
all of his privileges had been accorded 
him. 


So now Mr. Stephenson offers a brand 


new defense. 
Since he didn't even take 


the witness stand to deny the murder, 
which indicates generally how thickly his 
hands were covered with blood, he now 
complains he was deprived of a right to 
tell "the truth" because some shadowy 
and elusive figures threatened him with 
destruction if he testified. It wasn't the 
fault of the judge. It wasn't the fault 
of the jury. It wasn't even the fault of 
the prosecutor. And certainly it wasn't 
Stephenson's fault He is somewhat vague 
in his identification of these figures but 
the impression is created that if he took 
the stand, and o'f course told "the truth", 
men who now rove the countryside at per- 
fect liberty might get into trouble.

Pacific stan- j 
dar-1 time, at 9:54 p. m. mountain j 
imfi, at 10:54 p. m. central time 
and at 11:54 eastern time. The 
eclipse will reach its greatest cov-j 
erage one hour and 42 minutes af- 
;er the clear shadow appears. Then 
an equal period will pass before 
the "show" is over.

More than 99 per cent of the moon 
will be covered by a dark shadow. _
